Citations and explanations 

Prior Art: Document US2002/0096871A describes an airbag module 
with a gas generator, a plurality of venting holes being 
distributed over the circumference of said generator for 
venting the gases formed after ignition. The gas generator 
operates in a thrust-free manner and emits gases evenly around 
its circumference. This feature is important during transport 
for reasons of safety (backf irings) . 

Problem: After the module is installed, the gases must flow in 
the direction of the airbag. They must be diverted. Providing 
an annular chamber to collect the gases increases the overall 
size of the module as a result of the high gas pressure. 



Solution: Some of the venting holes are closed when the module 
is installed. The module housing has closing elements, each of 
the openings to be closed being associated with a closing 
element . 



Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 satisfies the PCT 
requirements with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

The dependent claims likewise satisfy the PCT requirements with 
respect to novelty and inventive step. 

All of the claims are industrially applicable. 
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
